Finland's destination 
was still farther northward at Wol- 
laston Lake, a 200-mile flight over 
muskeg territory. Dewar made several 
solo flights over the country in search 
of Finland and when permission was 
given by the Royal Canadian Alr 
Force, he was joined today by two 
government planes.

NO TIME TO LOSE 


Manitoba is offering to find ways to 
spend two millions of the twenty million 
dollars parliament has voted for un- 
employment relief. Any notion that the 
Dominion Government might be em- 
barrassed by unwillingness of the pro- 
vincial governments to tell it what to 
do with the money may be dismissed as 
a groundless fear. The trouble of the 
federal authorities is more likely to be 
to keep the first-comers from crowding 
the late-comers away from the trough. 

The Government of Alberta had 
better not stand too long on ceremony 
or too much upon dignity if it hopes to 
get a fair share of the generous but 
limited appropriation. “Ready, aye, 
ready” is the regular response of the 
provinces of Canada to any invitation 
to help themselves to Dominion money. 
The Alberta Ministers would do well to 
get in while the getting is good if they 
intend to lay claim to a proportionate 
share of the available funds. 


A PLEDGE TO THE CONSUMER 


Premier Bennett says he has been 
assured by some producers and manu- 
facturers that prices will not go up as 
the result of the raising of the tariff 
against imports. He adds: “In case of 
there being any addition in price im- 
posed by reason of these duties, the 
Governor-in-Council shall have the right 
to reduce or remove those duties. That 
is the answer I give as to the steps that 
are being taken to safeguard the rights 
of the consumer.” 

The consuming public are entitled to 
take this as a pledge on the part of the 
Government to protect them against 
exploitation, and are invited by the Pre- 
mier to so regard it. As the statement 
was made in reply to suggestions that 
price-boosting might follow the exclu- 
sion of foreign goods, that is the only 
interpretation that can be placed upon 
it, and is the meaning that it was in- 
‘tended to convey. 

This undertaking, it is to be sup- 
posed, will be accepted at face value, as 
it should be. The success, and the dura- 
tion, of the new tariff policy will depend 
largely upon the fidelity with which it 
is made good. Eternal vigilance will be 
the price of its fulfilment; but the dis- 
credit and downfall of the Government 
would and should be the penalty for its 
neglect. 


CANADA TO BE REPRESENTED 


Parliament adjourned on Monday, to 
allow Premier Bennett to attend the 
Imperial Conference at London. The 
public will approve that, notwithstand- 
ing general and very proper objections 
to sweeping changes in the tariff being 
“railroaded” through with less con- 
sideration than is commonly given to a 
bill of trifling importance. 

An Imperial conference with the 
Canadian Premier absent would be mis- 
named, and might conceivably do some- 
thing which would adversely affect the 
interests of this Dominion. The coming 
conferences are not likely to undertake 
any radical changes in the constitution 
of the Empire, and the prospect of 
reaching agreements which will largely 
affect intra-Empire trade are rather 
remote. But where such matters are 
being discussed officially Canada should 
be represented by the head of its 
Government. 

Parliament could, of course, have 
carried on in the absence of the Premier, 
and Mr. King offered assurance that 
the Opposition groups would not try to 
upset the Government while he was 
awry. Mr. Bennett, for some reason 
not very clear, gave an ultimatum that 
unless parliament adjourned he would 
not go to London. Confronted with 
that choice, there was nothing to do but 
alge The responsibility for cur- 

g the discussion, and forcing 
gettion liament to close, rests with the 
r.

cause the avocado cantains from 10 per cent to 20 per cent of fat, so com- 
bined with other clements that it is very easily digested. From this you 
can see that the avocado contains more fat and oil than any other fruit 
except the olive, which can scarcely be called a fresh fruit because it must 


be pressed before being eaten. 
The flavor of the avocado (some- 


times called the alligator pear or . 


calayo) is unlike any other fruit. It 


is neither sweet nor sour. The fla- 
vor is creamy and nut-like. The fruit 
is best when the flesh resembles but- 
ter in consistency. If you buy the 
fruit and find that the flesh is hard, 
no not cut into it, but store it aside 
a few days and serve it when the 
flesh is soft enough to be indented 
With a moderate pressing of the fin- 


ger. 

Besides the large amount of vege- 
table of], the avocado contains a 
considerable amount of protein end 
a larger amount of mineral matter 
than any other fru!t 

The University of Southern Cali- 
fornia has performed some experi- 
ments in their nutritional Jaboratory 
to determine the vitamin content of 
the calavo or avocado, and from 
this it was established that the vite- 
min A content is approximately 500 
units per pound as compared with 
apples, 250; orange juice, 350: and 
lemon juice. 50. The vitamin B 
content is likewise superior, being 
approximately 450 units per pound 
as compared with apples, peaches, 
oranges, yeast and lemon juice, 
which contain approximately 150 
units each. The vitamin B content 
of one avocado has been found to be 
equivalent to six cakes of com- 
pressed yeast. Both vitamins A end 
B are necessary for proper growth 
and development and these experi- 
ments would indicate that the avo- 
cado makes # very valuable food for 
growing children as well as adults 

The avocado ts also estimated to 
have about four times the mineral 
content of other fresh fruits, and is 
preponderantiy alkaline-forming 

The different varieties of ado 
vary greatly in size. Some weigh as 
much as four pounds each, while the 
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smaller ones will weight from three 
to four ounces. The skin is usually 
either green or purple. The skins of 
the Mexican varieties are generally 
thin, while the skins of the Gaute- 
malian varieties are thick. There 
are about 180 varieties of this fruit 
being cultivated at the present time. 

Even though the avocado may be 
slightly higher in price than other 
fruits because of the delicate hand- 
ling which it requires, the price 
need not be seriously considered 
when you realize that it has been 
estimated that a pound cf avocado 
equals in caloric value six eggs, a 
pound of bread, or five pounds of 
oranges.
